Emergency Fund. 


The matter of financing the mili- 


tiry work in the state in connection 
with troop mobilization presents a 
serious problem. This is due to the 
fact that the expense makes a real 
mergency for which the state is ill 
prepared 
under the appropriation 


plan. 
The emergency fund for The 


fiscal year has been dissipated for 
matters that did not constitute real 
emergencies and a high record over 
former years established. 
It was 


used to pay salaries 
of additional 


men selected in the various depart- 
ments and to make up the deficit 
caused in the mismanagement of the 
state fair last year. 
Shortsighted- 


ness in the appropriations for var- 
ious activities and the need to make 
up veto losses in the board of ad- 
ministration also depleted the fund. 


Some months ago when It 
was-- 


seen that the emergency fund was 
being so sadly bankrupted that there- 
would be trouble in a real emer- 
gency such as the flood in the Cox 
administration, or general riots, In 
the public prints a citizen of the 
state called the attention of Govern- 
or Willis to what might happen, and 
for his pains he drew from the gov- 
ernor the undignified /description, 
"an insignificant little squirt." The 
dissipation of funds went merrily on. 


Now there is talk of a special ses- 


sion of the legislature to take up tlu 
matter. The sitaution will be saved 
only if there is need for a hurried 
movement of troops and the conse- 
quent mustering in of Ohio militia as 
federal soldiery.

The fe- 
cundity of certain insect forms is as- 
tounding. Professor Rlley once com- 
puted that the progeny of th^ hop 
aphis, \vhich. sees thirteen generations 
born to it in a single year, would, If 
unchecked to the end of the twelfth 
generation, multiply to the Inconceiv- 
able number of ten sextllllons of Indi- 
viduals.

The Fastest Swimmers. 


Few people have any Idea of tUe 


rapid pace attained by eome fish. The 
dolphin and porpoise are perhaps the 
swiftest of all. The latter flsh has 
been seen to dart round and round a 
steamer proceeding at between seven- 
teen and eighteen mites an hour. Prob- 
ably a bonito (a fish of the mackerel 
family) nt Its best could move for some 
distance at forty miles an honr. Salm- 
on, too, and trout swim very fast, 
particularly when accompll*lng their 
annual spawning migration upstream. 
Herrings in shoals move at a steady 
ten or twelve miles, but mackerel much 
faster. 
Whales, though not fish, can 


swim at a great speed. When excited 
they will dash along at as much as sev- 
enteen miles an hour, but ordinarily 
four or five miles an honr la their 
speed. Seals, again, are much more 
speedy, and certain eastern- water 
snakes glide along at terrific velocities.

Plenty of feed and plenty of work 
to go with it is what makes good 
hardy chicks. 


When it comes to raising 
chick? 


artificially, 
troubles 
naturally in- 


crease. 
Not only is the matter of 


brooding added to the ponltryman'? 
cares, but the greater 
number of 


chicks kept together increases 
the 


possibility of mistakes. 


Chicks are often overcrowded in 


the brooder or run to such an ex- 
tent that their growth is checked.— 
in many cases a week or two. and 
if conditions are not improved they 
are rendered quite worthless. When 
you buy a brooder, be sure the man- 
ufacturer has not overestimated the 
capacity of the machine for this is 
commonly done.- 
It is much better 


to be sure of the chicks having the 
required room than to chance their 
being harmed through overcrowding. 
Don't forget that the 
chicks 
need 


more room as they grow and they 
will not continue in their develop- 
ment and keep healthy unless they 
have ample room. 


Overfeeding is another 
common 
mistake •with chicks, especially those 
jrtQsely confined, 
and 
many com- 


plaints -can be traced to this cause 
alone, where the chicks start out 
fine, do well the first week or two 
and then go all to pieces and die off 
in large numbers. 
Where overfeed- 


ing is occurring you will 
probably 


notice that the chick's crop is still 
full of food in the morning, that it 
is less active and is indifferent about 
eating. Then is the time to act. Re- 
duce the feed and scatter anything 
{suitable in deep litter to make the 
chicks work. 
Special care should 


be taken with moist food that too 
much be not given at a time. 


Before the coming of such time as 


.the chicks can get out and pick their 
own green food, something in the 
way of succulent greens is needed to 
balance their feed and you will find 
it pays to give this once or twice a 
day after the first week. 


With housed or closely penned 


chicks, don't try to 
economize on

litter the chances of overeating will 
be greatly lessened. 


Give your chicks all the heat they 


require and don't let them waste 
their energy in keeping warm.
